A statem ent 
m ade by Hugh

Johnson, adm inistrator of the NRA, 
concerning the 
recovery 
program 
and how it 
applies to

grocers, will be welcomed by Get­ 
tysburg and Adams county retailers 
as a means of clarifying their po­ 
sition in relation "to th e subject of 
codes and their application. 
The statem ent was contained in 
an Associated Press dispatch lo The 
Gettysburg Tim es today, and reads 
as follows: 
Citing th a t the intent of the re­ 
covery act was to increase employ­ 
m ent, 
A dm inistrator 
Hugh 
S. 
Johnson today said in a statem ent 
th at no retailer could stagger em* 
ploy© hours, enforce rest periods or 
shorten the hours of store opera­ 
tion w ithout defeating the purpose 
of the codes. 
Hts em phatic assertion immedi­ 
ately took its place among the most 
significant yet to come from the 
NRA, in view of constant reports as 
to recourses for getting around the 
codes and yet displaying the “Blue 
Eagle." 
Inquirers on this point have* in­ 
creased of late, while officials have 
plugged ahead a t other aspects of 
making the law effective. 
H ie m ilitant Johnson look time 
off from th e opening hearing on 27 
codes prepared for the coal industry 
to stress his point as to retailer*. 
At that crowded session in the corn­ 
in* rce departm ent auditorium, the 
struggle between union and non­ 
union forces was flushing to full 
height.

The one man shop or serv­ 
ice station is subject to the same re ­ 
strictions as to the rate of pay and 
hours of work as 
are 
the

concerns. 
Proprietors who are ac­ 
tually engaged in the performance 
of service work are considered the 
same as employes. 
The code will be administered by

committee,

which one member will be elected 
to the district advisory committee 
There are twenty-five district ad­

United States. 
One member from 
each district is to be elected to the

emergency 
committee. 
This will be a representative body 
and will be given the power to en­ 
force the provisions of the code.

Rome, Aug. 9 (A P).—Pope Pius XI 
Tuesday received in audience The­ 
odore Roosevelt, son of the former 
president of the U nited States. Msgr. 
Eugene Burke, rector of the Amer­ 
ican college, accom panied Mr. Roo­ 
sevelt on his visit to the pontiff. 


The visit Tuesday of Mr. Roose­ 
velt to the vatican recalled an Inci­ 
dent in the career of his distinguish­ 
ed father, the form er president of 
the United States, who, on a trip to 
Rome in 1910, failed to see the head 
of the Catholic church under condi­ 
tions which were quite unusual. 
In the course of his foreign travels 
in that year, ex-President Roosevelt 
came to Rome. 
An audience was 
arranged for him w ith the pope, 
Pius X. Some tim e earlier his holi­ 
ness had declined to see former 
Vice President C harles W. Fair­ 
banks because Mr. Fairbanks had 
made an address to th e Methodists 
in Rome.

Especially is this true in regard to the hum an c h a ra c ter­ 
istics, where Dickens is concerned. 
H ardly a wink of the eye is unim ­ 
portant to him. if it reveals som ething. 
The nature writings of W. H H udson thrill one, and yet they are so 
simply and honestly written th at one wonders at his observant eye. 
Fabre does the same for his readers when he describes his bugs and in ­ 
sects. 
You enter into their world and become travelers with Fabre. 
Anyone can obtain a liberal education merely by observation—th a t 
is. if he will think at the same tim e and apply all that knowledge to good 
use. 
T here are few days th at go by in which I do not learn som ething new 
by observation. Often my earlier learning is set at naught and all m an­ 
ner of conclusions are often exploded or cast aside because of new light 
acquired. Under different moods we see things, too. 
And m any com ­ 
panions inspire us to look deep into all about us. help us to see more 
because of their m utual interest. 
I have known people who could not enjoy a beautiful sight in n a ­ 
ture or ’n life without hunting out someone with whom to enjoy it. And 
this fine desire to share is em bedded in thousands of hum an beings. 
I 
like the idea of calling the attention of a companion to interesting things 
along the way of a journey, or at tim es when striking passages in a book 
have great appeal. 
It is surprising how' much one can sec if he will but concentrate upon 
the idea and look about him as he goes here and there. 
Many people remain ignorant m ost of their lives with a liberal edu­ 
cation looking them in the eye each day—and yet they choose to go 
blind!

Grown By Texan 
In Hothouse Trial 


Amarillo, Tex. <AP>.—A lter long 
experim ent, winter aud summer, in 
a hothouse, VV J Beech’ar, A m aril­ 
lo florist, has grown a “seedless to ­ 
m ato." 
Each yeer Beechlar 
took 
c u t­ 
tings from th e plants producing to ­ 
matoes with the fewest seeds and 
started new plants. 
He now has a 
group of plants showing the various 
stages of seed elimination. 
Only an occasional seed is found 
in the fruit of the more advanced 
of these.

Babe Ruth, in his twentieth major 
league season, is approaching the 
700 mark in home runs.
